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Bishop Hills' Last Letter. 

To THE Editor of the British Col- 
o^■IsT— Sir: In your issue of Thursday last. 
I notice "Another Letter from Bishop Hills," 
containinc; a paragraph {if"''''ly misrepre- 
senting the Mission which my 'espected 
ooUeagues and myself have been sent to 
*found and promote in the Pacifio-ooast col> 
onies. The letter has had wide circuiation 
in England, where it is left to exert its 
damaging influence, until its laisstatements 
can be contradicted. I aslc permission to 
disabuse the minds of the readers of the 
CoiOMlST ta the matter adverted to. 

His Lord*hip, writing in Julv/roin Fra/.er 
River, says, " The Church of En>;land is 
alom; in the field. Not a representation' of 
any other feligioua body is yot amonn the 
miners. At two places, Hope and Yale, 
there was a Methodist Minister, but he has 
been withdrawn." 

It is to be lamented that his Lordship, not- 
withstanding the unpopularity of his cele- 
brated "Occasional Papers/'srisiog from 
his uncbaritubie misrepresentations cf a 
neigbb'oripg nation, and of all the religious 
bodies in these eolonies not of his church, 
hM thought it erpedient to give currency 
in' England to, and elsewhere, such un- 
varrantable allegations as are found in 
"Another Letter." 

It is utterly incorrect to itate that the 
Methodist Minister " has been withdrawn " 
from Hope and Vale. Nor was the state- 
ment justitiable at the dale of his k'ller. 
He knows that the economy c;f .Methcjdisiii 
occa,<ions periodical exchaii;;e (if stations uy 
its ministers ; and if, as was the fact, tlui-e 
places wrro un.sii|)|iliiid for a sjinewhal 
luii:;(!r p(!rioil ii-iial, hei-aiiso my own 
healili recpiir.' i ti'inporary assiiitanoe of 
the appointed ami now resident Minister, 
prior to bis proeeeding (0 bis now appoint- 
snent, hie Lordship bkd no right to lay bold 
of that foot to tim « blow in England at 
Methodism.

in niy correspondenco with Eiij^land or Caii- 
iida, and would t'nin have boon spared from 
doing it now. 1 have not informed the Brit- 
ish public that hi.s Lordship's Kyinpatliy for 
the miners of the upper country lias a 
strange mode of displaying itself. That 
while ho mourns over their destitution, he 
retains fve of his clori,'y in Vicioria, keeps

as to the dearth of ministerial supply, in 
parts of the mining regions, it would 
have been entitled to prayerful considera- 
tion and sympathy. But ho has gone 
out of his way to jnililish the allp;;ed failure 
of Methodism to establish it.-^elf in the con- 
fidence and atl'eetioii of lirilisli C .liiinbians, 
aud then tu represent jiosts as de.'-ei'ted by 
us, which I officially report ns occupied. 
Hence my correction of his error. Thot I 
do this unwillingly, may be inferred from 
my having allowed the assaults upon 
Motliodisiii in his " Occasional Papers" to 
pass uiinoticed, hoping that for the future 
ho would act upon the aliirmatiye response 
given at his ordination to the ipiestioii, 
" Will you maintain and set_ forward, as 
much as shall lie in you, quietness, love, 
und pence among all men."

An Old Fortress. 
. Fort Marion, one of the defenses of the 
harbor of St. Augustine, Floridsi, and which 

was seized nn the 6lh of January by a vol- 
unteer corps, actio:; under the order of (Jov. 
I'crry, was Imilt by the Spaniards when 
Florida was a Spanish province. It was 
not a foKress of much magnitude or streiigil', 
but is an interesting relic of the style of for- 
tilication at the period in which it was con- 
structed. It is situated at the extreme 
soiiihwesle. n part ( if the town, while the 
suhliers aro garnsonei! at the barr;icks, sit- 
uated in the opposite portion, and which was 
once Hie Convent of St. f'rancis. 

It is probably the oldest fortress in the 
United Slates, and is interesting as a relic 
iif the style of ancient fortilicalion, and for 
its association with events in the old S|)an- 
ish, Eiiizlish, and Italian wars. The jirecise 
year of its construction is not deliiiilely 
known. It must have been coiurnenced by 
iho Spaniards, in 1665, or not until many 
years later. It wae named by them theCas> 
tie of SL Mary, and completed in 1756 it 
is situated at the northern extreme of the 
town. 

It is built of stone; its walls are abont 
twenty-ootf feet high, " terminating in lour 
bastioiied angles ot the several corners, each 
of which i« surmounted with towers corres 
|)onding." It is casemaled and bomb-pmof. 
Tlie work is cnelosed by a wide, deep ditch, 
with perptuidlciilar walls of ma>onry, over 
which is thrown a bridge, whieh was oiigin- 
ally protected by a draw. The fort has a 
sea wall, one mile in length, built for the 
main purpose of a break-water. 

The interior of tiiis old loiin.'ss is said to be 
full of d.-irk, gloomy letrcats ami siibleran- 
ean passages. A little work of '• Skrtches 
ot St. Au^iustine," published in l.^-is, says 
of it : " Within the bastion of the northeast 
angle, far under ground, is a dark, dungeon* 
like recess, constructed of solid mason work. 
This place was accidentally di^icovered -oon 
after the works fell iiilo ilie lii'iids of the 
American army. It was then wallcl uji. 
As to the history of the place— whoth. r it 
wus once an inquisitorial chamber, or the 
scene of vengeance — there is silence."

QuKKN VicTOHu's Crown.— Tlio crown 
worn by the Queen of Great Biitiiin nt the 
opening of Parliament, is eoinposed of hoops 
of silver, which are eninplelely covered and 
concealed by precious stones, having ii Mal- 
tese cross of iliamonds on the top of it. — 
In the centre of this cross is a magnificient 
sapphire. In front of the crown, above the 
riin, is another Maltese cross, in the middle 
of which is the largo unpolished ruby which 
mice grnced the ciironot uf the chivalrous 
Black Prince, and ii luleriieath this, in the 
circular rim, is another immen.se sapphire. 
The arches enclose acapot purple, or rather 
blue velvet, and the rim of the ciown, at its 
base, is clustered with brilliants, and orna- 
mented with Jleur-dc-lis ami Maltese crosses 
equally rich. There are many other prec- 
ious gems— emeralds and rubies, sapphires 
and small clusters of drop pearls of great 
price. The crown is altogether valued at 
over half a million of dollars. Indeed, were 
it possible to re-collect and again bring to- 
gether such precious stones this estimate 
wiuihl full much belou- ils intrinsic value. 
The old crown of I'jiiglanil, made for (ieorge 
111, weighed upwartis of seven poiiinls, but, 
iiolwithstariding this gnergeous display ot 
jewelry, iiidepeiulent ot the gold cap, thu 
'|iresent aruwn only weighs nineteen OUnce,-^ 
ami ten pennyweights. It measures seven 
i ; .es in height, from the gold circle to the 
upper cross, and its diameter at the rim is 
five inches.

No Land Grabbers. 

Editor Uhitish Coi.o.Ms r : W.S'u- ; — The 
person writiii" the paraijrapli 'iiulcrlhe head | 
of" Land (jrabbe'.s,'' on Tuesday last, ougli' 
to have iiilorincd himse.f of real facts before 
he proceeded to criticise lhe,working of Acts 
of Parliament passed by the Home Govern- 
ment for his benefit, as well as "that of all 
other colonists. Mr. Editur oan see in the 
" Colonization Circular" the terms under 
which officers of ithe British army are onii- 
tlod to take up land, (vide Act of Parlia- 
ment,) it is therefore unnecessary here to 
enumerate them. 

The object of the act is obvious, viz: to 
introduce an energetic and educated class 
into a new connlry. This sysleni has heen in 
operation, and with gica'. success, in most of 
our colonies, and that class of settlers have 
there proved most beneticial to the colony. 
Every inducement is therefore held out from 
the Home Government, anil the Horse 
Guards, to induce others to follow in their 
steps. This idea is apparently not under- 
stood in this young colony., although it has 
been accepted and approved of, in most of 
our others, and is at present in actual oper- 
asion in Australia, the l.'ape of CJoodllope, 
New Zealand, (.'eylon, Canada, and many 
others; that which th«^Ji;.encoura;ic ami ap- 
preciate seems to be met here in a rather 
narrow -minded manner. 

The i)aragrai)h speaks of " land grabbing :" 
applying the same eironeous meaning to 
that c.vprussion, which llio wriler has evi- 
dently ilone, I .'•houUI say to hiin — look al 
home. Who lias now got the monopoly of 
land around Victoria ? Do lliose who hold 
it employ labor, thereby giving encourage- 
ment to agricultural emigration 1 or is not 
this land to a great extent untenanted and 
lying wa.ste ? " Unoccupied'' laiitis are given 
to oliicers in the Biitisli army, on retiring 
from the service, as a reward for service, and 
regulated according to the term of it. 1 1 
our friend of the " grabbing system" wished 
to take up the same liiiid, why dnl he not 
tlo so ( There is surely eiionoh for all. It is 
not, however, at all an iiniiMial ihliig to liiul 
men wanting in eiilerpri-e tliemselvi's, 
grumble at the energy of oihers. Wliy 
should that land be idle? It is soil occu- 
pied that brings in revenue to the country, 
not aood land kept back from the practical
